Government to Help 
Sagging Hog Market 
Benson Reports Plan to 
Buy $85-Million in Pork 


WASHINGTON W—The govern- 


ment has come to the aid of the 
sagging hog market with an 85- 
million-dollar pork products pur- 
chase program. 


Secretary of Agriculture Benson 


announced the program Monday 
and aaid it will begin "as soon as 
practicable." He e s t i m a t e d it 
would * continue through next 
August. 


Benson said he was acting on 


the recommendation of his Hog 
and Pork Industry Advisory Com- 
mittee. 


Hog prices now are about 30 


per cent below the level of a year 
ago. These prices recently dropped 
under $14 a hundred pounds on 
Midwest markets. 


"Hold the Line" 


Benson told a news conference 


he thought the government pur- 
chases would help stabilize the hog 
market'and might "hold the line." 


He said the roughly 170 million 


pounds of pork and 30 million 
pounds of lard to be bought would 
be used in the school lunch pro- 
gram, by .charitable institutions 
and by needy persons. He said 
none -would be bought for govern- 
ment storage. 


He also made it clear he has no 


plans to start a price support pro- 


gram for pork and lard. He said 
it would be too expensive. 


He said the new purchase pro- 


gram "pretty well" rounds out his 
department's efforts to help bolster 
the hog market. He said other 
major recommendations of the ad- 
visory committee already have 
been carried out, including a move 
to get the armed services to use 
more pork products. 


Blame* Production 


Current low prices, he said, are 


due to unusually high hog produc- 
tion in the past few years. He said 
there was an exceptionally big 
crop last fall and spring and that 
these- animals now -are coming on 
the market, depressing prices, but 
he thinks this situation has just 
about reached its limit. 


Benson said the pork products to 


be bought will be out of light- 
weight animals and will be of high 
quality. 


Meanwhile. Sen. Jenner (R-Ind) 


came up with a proposal, that 
private sources should be equally 
eligible with ,the government for 
export subsidies." 


Jenner wrote Benson his plan to 


end "monopolistic" grain sales by 
the government "would mean an 
immediate and much improved 
price level." Furthermore, he said, 
it would open marketing opportuni- 


ties for farmers and would give 
"vitality to the depressed small 
grain merchant."

Violent Storms 
Hit East Coast 
Winds Reach 110 MPH; 
Bring Death to Seven 
~ 


By The Associated Presn 


The Eastern Seaboard from Vir- 


ginia to Massachusetts was hit 
Monday by a string of quick, 
violent storms that brought gusts 
up to 110 miles an hour and caused 
seven deaths. 


In some areas the storm carried 


rain, but weather bureau officials 
said there was no danger of floods, 
much to the relief of an area that 
has already experienced two disas- 
trous floods this season. 


The squalls, traveling on the 


edge of a fast-moving cold front, 
came from the west with frighten- 
ing speed and were gone again in 
as little as 15 minutes. But the 
cold air remained over the area 
and the forecast, for today was 
cloudy, cooler and windy weather. 


Like Tornadoes 


In some sections residents re- 


ported the storms were like tor- 
nadoes, with swirling winds that 
toppled trees, broke power lines, 
skimmed roofs off some buildings 
and crumbled others, upset air- 
planes and swamped boats. 


A sunny, pleasant day suddenly 


d a r k e n e d and 
temperatures 


dropped a degree a minute. 


Among the storm victims were 


35 cows' whose barn at Ferguson- 
ville, N. Y., was lifted from its 
foundations and c r u s h e d flat. 
Farmer Flay Hawley had been 
milking but got out of the barn 
just in time after hearing the 
shriek of the oncoming storm. 


. Mercury Slides 


In New York City, where the 


temperature dropped from a com- 
fortable 70 degrees to 57 within 
20 minutes, the storm hit just at 


the height of the late-day com- 
muter rush hour. Power failures 
delayed trains. 


Numerous towns were left with- 


out lights or telephones for hours. 


At Sydney Airport in Delaware 


County, N. V., a gust of 110 miles 
an hour was recorded. A house 
trailer there was blown over with 
73-year-old Mrs. Ethel Coble in- 
side. She crawled out through a 
window and had only minor in- 
juries. 


Crisp fall air has spread over 


most of the eastern half of the 
country in the past 36 hours. This 
morning it extended from Texas to 
New England and the northern 
Great Lakes to Georgia. Up to 4 
inches of snow fell in northwestern 
Pennsylvania Monday night. 


Cool Readings 


Early 
morning 
temperatures 


were in the 30s and -10s in most 
of the area from the Rockies to 
the Gulf Coast and the southeast 
Atlantic states. They were in the 
20s in parts of Illinois and Michi- 
gan and near 30-degree readings 
extended southward over the Ohio 
Valley. 


Today's weather was the first 


general killing frost for the Mid- 
west section. 


There was wanning in the West- 


ern sections and in southern Flo- 
rida. 


Showers were reported in most 


of New England and extended west 
ward into the northern Great Lakes 
region.

Foreign Ministers' Talks 
To Test 'Spirit of Geneva' 


But Analyst Says They're 
Only One of Many Tests 


By JAMES MAKLOW

WASHINGTON'(*-When the Big 


Four foreign ministers open their 
throe-week meeting in Geneva 
Thursday, they will be making an- 
other test of the so-called "spirit 
of Geneva." 


But it will not be the final test. 


It will be just one more test. And 
it probably will not be very suc- 
cessful although at the end of it 
Ui« diplomats can be expected to 
issue some pleasant bulletins about 
progress of some kind. 


If they make any progress it will 


be an achievement since the three 
main problems they will discuss at 
Geneva have been big pioblerns a 
long time and are not likely of set- 
tlement this soon. 


Air of Optimism 


The air of optimism could be 


breathed m easily for a short time 
after President Eisenhower met at 
Geneva last July with Premier Bul- 
ganin of Russia and the heads of 
the British and French govern- 
ments. 


The,world was astonished thai 


Russia and the West at Geneva 
could not only get along so pleas- 
antly but that they could get along 
at all. At Geneva all sides ex- 
pressed pious hopes and peaceful 
intentions. 


But. when it was boiled down, 


all that happened at Geneva was 
talk. Any concrete icsults of the 
meeting there had to be shown by 
deeds later. The Eisenhower ad- 
ministration, as it faced tests of 
the Geneva spirit, began to put a 
damper on optimism. 


Fir«t Test 


The first test came early in the 


fall at the United Nations when 
the United States and Russia had 
their first chance, since Geneva, 
to discuss publicly the President's 
sensational aerial inspection pro- 
posal made at Geneva. 


In the U. N. the United States 


and Russia got nowhere. Now 
comes'the second test when Secre- 
tary of State Dulles meets this 
week at Geneva with Russia's For- 
eign Minister Molotov and the for- 
eign ministers of Britain and 
France 
f 


Eisenhower and the other three 


members of the Big Four had 
agreed 
their 
foreign 
ministers 


would meet at this time to discuss 
these three main problems: 


(1) German unification and Eu- 


ropean security; (Z) dinarma- 
ment; (3) Improving relation* be- 
tween the West and Rimla In 
trade and exchange of visitors. 
Almost since the end of World 


War II the West and Russia have 
not been able to agree on the uni- 
fication of Germany. Russia is ex- 
pected again to balk at Western 
unification proposals, lor various 
reasons. 


It seems impossible that the West 


and Russia in the short time since 
the Big Four meeting in Geneva 
could agree on a European security 
organization that would satisfy the 
Russians, if they want to be sat- 
isfied. 


Blueprint 1'lnn 


At Geneva, Eisenhower suggest- 


ed this country and Russia ex- 
change blueprints on their military 
establishments and „ permit each 
other to check on those establish- 
ments from the air 
f 
• 


The Eisenhower administration 


says this is a plan that should be 
preliminary to any agreements on 
disarmament The Russians want 
to talk about geneial disarmament. 
This whole business is up in the 
air, unlikely to be solved at Gene- 
va. 


As for impioving relations be- 


tween the West and Russia, per- 
haps some minor agreement* can 
be made if the foreign ministers 
ever have time to discUM this 
problem. The other two problems 
may take all their time. 


When he left for Europe last Fri- 


day Dulles wasn't making any big 
predictions. The most he'd »*y was 
that he hoped he and the other 
foreign ministers could build "mod- 
estly" on what the Big Four began 
in Geneva last summer.

German Unification To Be ^S^ffitT" 
Key Subject in Big 4 Talks 


GENEVA (*— In a few days the 


Western Powers will offer Russia 
a, package deal for unification of 
Germany on Western terms. In ex- 
change, they will offer Moscow se- 
curity guarantees against any new 
German military adventures. 


Th« Western proposal is design- 


ed to remove Russia's fear of 
uniting East and West Germany. 
But it is not designed primarily to 
give Russia anything of value in 
letum for agreeing to German uni- 
fication. 


The West hasn't the slightest 


idea of agreeing to a setup which 
would facilitate moves by a united 
Germany to sever the ties so labo- 
riously forged between the Bonn 
government and the West and now 
climaxed 
by West Germany's 


membership in NATO. 


Oppose Goal 


Least of all do the Western Pow- 


ers have an intention of meeting 
Russia's basic goal—dissolving 
NATO itself. 


Consequently, the Western deal 


seems sure to get the currently 
polite version of the Russian nyet 
—no—just as firmly as in the old 
days when the -word became fa- 


mous as a term of harsh rejection. 


The prospective bargaining over 


German unification illustrates a 
fundamental point about the pres- 
ent state of relations between the 
United States, Britain and France 
on the one hand and Russia on the 
other: 


Neither side is prepared yet to 


give up any position, interest or 
territory of great value just for 
the sake o£ improving East-West 
relations or easing tensions. 


Strategic Key 


Communist-governed East Ger- 


many is a strategic and political 
holding of enoimous importance to 
the Soviet Union. Soviet Premier 
Bulganin and Foreign Minister 
Molotov have made clear that Rus- 
sia does not intend to yield that 
position to the West at this time. 


West Germany is just as vital to 


the political and military strength 
of the West. Much as they say 
they want Germany unified, the 
United States, Britain and Fiance 
are not interested in a merger at 
the cost of Soviet gams in rich 
and populous West Germany. 


But there are at least two rea-

son* the Geneva meeting may not 
befutil*: 


1. Neither Russia nor the West- 


ern Power* can ever be entirely 
sure when the other side may be 
willing to give a little bit on some 
point. 


2. Both rides are under prviwure 


to prove at the bar of public opin- 
ion their intentions, their attitudes 
toward peace, and their policies on 
various specific issues. 


The deal the West is prepared 


to offer provides for a security 
treaty with Russia, demilitariza- 
tion of East Germany and reduc- 
tion of armaments in Europe.

Showdown for Those Smiles 


The United States and Britain have acted wisely in cau- 


tioning that any build-up of arms in the Middle East will 
only heighten the dangerous tensions there. 


Our appeal was not to Egypt, which evidently is not in 


a mood to listen to the West. It is the Egyptians who have 
announced they are going to buy arms from the Soviet Un- 
ion and Czechoslovakia. So we are directing ourselves to 
the Russians. 
. 
Endlessly since the Geneva meeting the Kremlin .has 


sounded the song of peace. Here is a chance for Red leaders 
to show they mean it. 
. 
No one would pretend that the Soviet Union regards 


the Middle East as unimportant to global strategy. Its rich 
oil reserves are ever a tempting prize. And the Reds are 
always mindful that some of the Arab lands now provide 
airfields for U. S. intermediate bombers poised to retaliate 
against Russia in event the latter launches war. 


Nevertheless, the Soviet interest in this area is not 


nearly so crucial as it it elsewhere. The arms deals with 
Egypt might easily be canceled. 


Should they not be, the Moscow contingent at the for- 


eign ministers' meeting Oct. 27 will find a Western diplo- 
matic team skeptical of the Russian peace clamor. 


As for Egypt, it is clear that it still has not reconciled 


itself to the reality of the Israel state on its borders. Its 
tragic blindness in this matter can only play, in the end, into 
the hands of those who do not have Egypt's but their own 
interests at heart.

The Israel state is established. The record indicates it 


is quite capable of defending itself against the Arab coun 
tries which ring most of it. Only a great disproportion of 
arms or the intervention of larger*, non-Arab states would 
seem to iold any threat for Israel. 


Yet the Arabs continue to indulge in the_fantasy that 


somehow they shall be able to regain Israeli soil for their 
own. They had better have done with this dangerous dream- 
ing. It is a risky business, and a futile one for those who 
had engineered it.

Mrs. C. evidently falte in. the 


latter category. She say» "What 
causes-OTBoroma? I have had dif- 
ficulty in-sleeping for the" last 23 
years, amce carrjmg'my daughter 
and have become a walking drug- 
store. If I don't take Bleeping tab- 
lets of one kind or another I be 
awake night after night and get to 
weaker I stagger when I walk." 


Such an' exaggerated land of 


sleeping difficulty i» herd to ex- 
plain. 


It ia possible, of course, that it 


started as a mild form of insom- 
nia but that Mr*. C. has become 
accustomed, "to the i»e of sleeping 
tablets to such a degree that she 
is unable to have a restful^ night 
-without them.

situation and shows why it is de- 
sirable not to get in. the sleeping 
pill habit if one can possibly avoid 
at. * 


Most insomnia i« probably 


caused by inability to throw off 
the worries and cares of the day- 
time. The person, who start* think- 
ing of-the office within a few min- 
utes of turning off the light at 
night is likely to develop chronic 


sleepleeaness. The longer this goes 
on the worse it gets. 


Undoubtedly, many people who 


complain of insomnia sleep better 
than they-tWnk -they do. They may 
be wakeful for short periods two 
or three times during tha .night, 
but really get all the sleep they 
need. 


OFTEN THEY MAKE TIHXGS 


worse by worrying about not sleep- 
ing. This is unnecessary, as most 
peopie can get nearly as much 
rest for their bodily functions by 
lying quietly and relaxing in bed 
as they would if they were sound 
asleep. 


Since worry is „ the principal 


cause of insomnia, its manage- 
ment it apparent. Before going to 
bed some occupation which takes 
the person's attention away from 
the daytime cares "is desirable. 
This may take the form of reading 
some book to one's self, or aloud, 
preferably one which is rather dull. 
Other people may relax better if 
they do hard work of some kind. 


THE CHOICE OF pre-bedtime 


occupation should be made in- 
dividually on the basis of personal 
likes and the complete removal 
from the mental activity which, is 
the major source of worry. 


Sometimes a warm drink just 


before retiring is helpful. Training 
oneself in muscle relaxation has 
been found practicable by many. 


The drugs which induce sleep 


should be avoided in chronic in- 
somnia, Most of them are habit- 
forming and their effect wears off 
if used often. Alcohol to bring on 
sleep should be avoided also.

The best way to get the most out of roulette is

* Michigan, rated No. 1 for two 
weeks, managed to lure only 39 
first-place votes from the 186 sports 
writers and.sportscasters who cast 
ballots. The Wolverines (5-0) piled 
up 1,433 points for third place.

Open New Clinic 
On University 
Campus in Urbana 


URBANA—Development of the 


program of veterinary education 
at the University of Illinois has 
reached another milestone with 
the opening of the new large-ani- 
mal clinic, accoidmg to DC. Robert 


laham, dean of the College of 


Veteiinary Medicine. 


Dean Graham emphasizes that 


the new clinic will make it pos- 
sible \ to "modernize the teaching 
piogiam of the college, which has 
the lesponsibility of training vet- 
el manans to serve agriculture and 
the public health in Illinois." 


The new two story structure is 


located on Maryland Avenue ]ust 
south of the main Veteiinary Med- 
icine Building on the campus Built 
of icinforced concrete and red 
brick, it is designed to accommo- 
date 50 large animal pabents to be 
used for teaching purposes by the 
College of Veterinary Medicine 


Dean Graham says the 250 by 78 


foot building is a composite of 
ideas gleaned after studying large- 
animal clinic buildings at other 
veterinary colleges in the United 
States. 


The main section includes a 


modern surgery room with a 7 by 
7 foot operating table that can be 
raised and tilted hj draulically. 
Auxiliary rooms adjacent to the 
surgery unit include pharmacy, 
tack room, recovery room, film 
storage and darkroom for X-ray. 


Supplementary equipment items 


aie a largo pressure autoclave 
(sterilizer) and portable X-ray. 


The new clinic approximately 


doubles the capacity for large ani- 
mals for teaching juniors and sen- 
iors 


Sick or injured animals from 


niinoi3 farms aie brought to the 
clinic, and owners pay fees cover- 
ing the cost of treatment. Students 
work under the supervision of 
staff veterinarians. The clinic op- 
erates around the clock seven days 
a week to take care of emergency 
cases 


Clinic services of the college also 


include an ambulatory service for 
a 20-mile radius around Cham- 
paign-Urbana in which staff mem- 
bers accompanied by students 
make country calls. The ambula- 
tory clinic also takes care of the 
herds maintained by the College of 
Agriculture. 


Dean Graham pointed5 out that 


the new large-animal clinic was 
made possible through appropria- 
tion of $586 000 by the 68th Illinoi* 
General Assembly in 1953. 


Farm Land 
Values Up 
5 Per Cent

Pncea of farm land continue to 


show remarkable strength. Accord- 
ing to reports to the United States 
Department of Agriculture, the 
United States and Illinois averages 
went up 5 per cent in the year end- 
ing in July. 


In most other midwestern states 


land values went tip even more. 
Missouri and Kansas each showed 
increases of 6* per cent; Iowa and" 
Nebraska, 7 per cent, Indiana and 
Ohio, 8 per cent; and Jtinnesota, 9 
per cent. Michigan values went up 
5 per cent dunng th« year, the 
same as Illinois, while Wisconsin 
had an increase of 3 per cent 


Outside the Corn Belt the most 


important increases were as fol- 
lows: Six eastern states, Pennsyl- 
vania, New Jersey, Maryland, Del- 
aware, Virginia, and North Caroli- 
na, 5 or 6 per cent each, two range 
states, Montana and- Texas, 6 and 8 
per cent respectively; and Flonda, 
10 per cent. 


Only three states repoited de- 


clines in land values during the 
year ending in July: Wyoming, 2 
per cent; Vermont, 2 per cent; and 
Maine, 4 per cent 


Why did land values go up while 


prices of farm products eased 
down? We can list four possible 
reasons: 


Enlarge Farms 


1 Many farmers need more land 


to use their machinery more effi- 
ciently, and some of them bid 
strongly on any land that is of- 
fered for sale in their communities 
About one-third of all farms and 
tracts sold m 1954-55 were bought 
to enlarge farms, but in the East- 
ern Corn Belt, which includes Illi- 
nois, two-fifths went to make farms 
bigger. In the wheat areas nearly 
three-fifths of the lands sold were 
added to existing farms. 


2. In some good land areas, such 


as the Com Belt, easier credit 
probably helped to lift land values. 
Some interest rates were reduced 
in the spring of 1954, and appraised 
values wert increased so that buy- 
ers could get larger loans. Sixty- 
four percent of the sales were made 
on credit compared with 62 per 
cent the previous year. The av- 
erage debt was 59 per cent, the 
same as the year before. 


3 A third reason for the advance 


m land values is that crops were 
generaly good this year, and pros- 
pects were especially good up to 
th« end of July. 


4. In some areas business and 


professional men have been im 
portant buyers of farm land, but 
they bought less in the past year 
than dunng the previous year In 
the North Central States about one- 
third of the farms sold vi ere bought 
by nonfarmers, one-third by ten 
ante, and one-third by farmers who 
already owned some land. Outside 
the Corn Belt farmers -who already 
owned some land bought more than 
half of all th* lands offered for 
sale. 


Values Up 


Compared with prewar 1940, av 


erage prices of farm land have 
increased more than prices of farm 
products. Land values have in 
creased 159 per cent and farm

Earl Buck of China township did 


a little experimenting with anhyd- 
rous ammonia sidediessed on corn 
this past season. He applied 50 
opunds of anhydrous ammonia or 
one field Since anhydrous ammo- 
nia is 82 per cent this means 41 
xmnds of actual nitrogen was ap- 
plied. 


In this held he left check strips. 


He got a live bushel increase 
weighed 
across the scale. The 


preceding crops sine* the last 
legume crop on this field were 
corn and soybeans. 
On another field Buck applied 75 


aonnds of anhydrous ammonia or 
51& pounds of actual nitrogen. On 
this field he got an increase of six 
oushels p«r acre over the check 
stops The preceding crops on this 
field since the last legumo crop 
were corn and two years of soy- 
beans. 


He figured that-the increases this 


3 ear just about paid for the nitro- 
gen. Ordinarily we would expect a 
larger increase than this on second 
year corn. Perhaps the dry weath- 
er held down the increases. Buck 
thought that lack of moisture re 
duced his over all crop this year 
by about 20 p*r cent.
